All  my  life,  including  in 
recent  days,  I  have  heard  peo¬ 
ple  talk  about  the  struggles  to 
forgive  and  forget.

It  means 
to  remove,  not  to  bring  it  up 
again.  As  God  does  with  us 
when  He  forgives  us,  He  casts 
our  sins  as  Far  as  the  east  is 
from  the  west  and  buries  them 
in  the  depths  of  the  sea,  never 
to  remember  them  against  us 
again.  Someone  once  said  that 
to  forgive  has  three  implied 
promises.  One  is  the  promise 
that  I  will  never  bring  it  up  to 
you  again.  Two  is  the  promise 
that  I  will  never  bring  it  up  to 
anyone  again.  Three  is  the 
promise  that  I  will  never  bring 
it  up  to  myself  again. 

Some  of  you  may  have 
lived  long  enough  that  you 
can  remember  vaguely  some¬ 
thing  that  happened  in  your 
life  that  at  the  time  it  was  so 
vivid  and  so  incredible  that 
you  never  ever  thought  you 
would  forget  the  moment,  all 
of  the  feelings,  and  all  of  the 
raw  emotions  that  you  experi¬ 
enced.  You  found  out  that  in 
time  it  is  hard  to  recall  all  of 
the  pieces  that  were  part  of 
that  moment.  While  time  may 
have  a  healing  affect,  it  is  not 
nearly  as  potent  as  biblical  for¬ 
giveness.
